Efterday being the Day appointed by Her 
Majefty for a general Lhank{giving to 
Almighty God, for having given to tke 
Arms of Her Majefty, in Conjunction 
with thofe of Her Allies, under the Com- 

mand of the Duke of Marlborough, a Signal and 
Glorious Victory in Brabant, over the French Army ; 
and for Refturing the greareft Part of the Spanith 
Netherlands to the Poffeiiion of the Houfe of Au- 
ftria, in the Perfon of King Charles the Third, by 
the Happy and Wonderful Progrefs of the Confe- 
derate Forces ; and for baving Blefs’d the Arms of 
Her Majefty and thofe of Her Allies, with great 
Succeffes in Catalonia, and other Parts of Spain ; 
was folemniz’d by Her Majefty, her Court, and the 
Magiftracy of chis City, in the following Manner. 

About 10 4 Clock in the Morning, a Battallion of 
the Foot Guards march’d to Sr. Pauls, and made @ 
Guard in the Body of the Church, The Companies 
of this City, in their Livery Gowns, repair'd to their 
feveral Stands, which were erected on both fides of 
Fleet-ftreet and fo up to St. Pauls. The Way from 
St. Pauls to Temple-bar was lin’d by Three Regi- 
ments of the City train’d Bands, and from thence to 
St. James’s by the Militia of Weftminfter. 

Moft of the Lords and Privy Councellors that 
were in, or abour Town, met about éleven in the 
Morning in the Council Chamber at Sr. James's ; 
the Krighrs of che moft Noble Order of the Garter, 
Wecring the Collars of that Order ; and having been 
Marhhall'd by fume of the Officers of Arms, pro- 
ceeded about 12 in their Coaches and fix Horfes 
tach, towards St. Paul's, viz.
